A. Kissinger, on Sunday follow- 
ing Kissinger's disclosure the 
previous day of a aeries of 
breakdowns in the Paris par- 
ley-Contrasting with his optimis- 
tic "peace is at hand" account 
Oct.» of near-Agreement with 
Hanoi, Kissinger's version of 
the bargaining since then inade 
it seem certain that no settle- 
ment will be reached before 
next year. 


Adding to the gloomy pros- 


pects was today's Radio Hanoi 
broadcaai accusing the United 
States of resuming the air war 
north of the 2Kb parallel. 


V£. planes dropped more 


mines in the coastal waters off 
Haiphong harbor and made 
rocket attacks on a "number of 
areas on the outskirts of Hai- 
phong City," said the broadcast 
of a statement by the North 
Vietnamese Foreign Ministry. 


The White House and the 


Pentagon declined comment. 


The United Stattt had called 


a halt to military activities 
north ol the 30th parallel in late 


October while the negotiations 
seemed to be progressing. 


In the news conference Satur- 


day, Kissinger accused the 
North Vietnamese of delaying 
the negotiations, backtracking 
on points previously agreed on 
and making new demands dur- 
ing the 3H weeks of resumed 
secret talks that ended Dec. 13. 


The 
North 
Vietnamese 


promptly denied they caused 
delay. They are expected to 
give their account in greater 
detail soon. Kissinger's opposite 
number, Le Due Tho, is return- 
ing from Paris to Hanoi. 


Kissinger refused to spell out 


what "fundamental point" re- 
mains except to say that it was 
one which the North Vietna- 
mese had "accepted two weeks 
previously and later with- 
drawn." 


His overall recital, however, 


portrayed the two sides as 
poles apart in their basic goal. 


As he put it, the United 


States wants a permanent set- 
tlement in which South Viet- 
nam would live side by side 
with North Vietnam in peace, 
rather than a "disguised form 
of continued warfare" in which 
Hanoi—which considers Viet- 
nam all one country—would 
continue to try to force its will 
on the South. 


Complaining of Hanoi's nego- 


tiating tactics, Kissinger said 
the UJS. negotiators kept run- 
ning into "linguistic 
diffi- 


culties" in trying to get the 
Vietnamese language version of 
the proposed agreement to con- 
form with that agreed on in 
English.

certain. What is clean is that 
neither Kissinger nor Wa Hanoi 
counterpart, Le Due Tho, had 
the same concept about the 
meaning of the tentative ac- 
cord. 


The United States is sinking 


a settlement with enough politi- 
cal stability to provide a "de- 
cent interval" between the end 
of the fighting and any resump- 
tion of conflict. 


This decent interval would 


give South Vietnam time to es- 
tablish itself in the countryside 
and the United States time to 
escape blame for a sellout of 
its ally if and when the conflict 
resumes. 


Hanoi wants a cease-fire with 


a loose understanding of the po- 
litical agreement so it can con- 
tinue its military support of its 
Viet Cong ally. 


Thus, when Kissinger said, 


"We have an agreement that is 
99 per cent completed ... we 
are only one decision away 
from a settlement," he was 
talking only of quantity. 


For Hanoi to give Kissinger 


what he wants on this point 
would remove any claim it 
would ha.e for legitimately in- 
tervening in the South if Saigon 
and the Viet Cong start fighting 
again. 


That the settlement is broken 


down over this crucial point is 
supported by a disagreement 
<w*r .<* "technical" point, as 
outlined by Kissinger. 


This deals wtth an inter- 


national force to supervise a 
ceasefire. According to Kissin- 
ger, "Our estimate was that 
several thousand people were 
needed to monitor many provi- 
sions of the agreement. 


"The North Vietnam per- 


ception is that the total force 
should be no more than SO, of 
which nearly half should be lo- 
cated at headquarton; that it 
would be dependent for its com- 
munication, logistics and even 
physical necessities entirely on 
the party in whose area it was 
located." 


Hanoi's demand supports the 


observation that North Vietnam 
is not interested in a tightly 
controlled and permanent 
peace. Further, Hanoi is aware 
that the failure of the Inter- 
national Control Commission to 
supervise the Geneva agree- 
ments effectively was due in 
part to its lack of Fise and mo- 
bility. 


Both the United States and 


Vietnamese stands on the na- 
ture of the agreement seem to 
result in part from the role 
played by South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Van Thieu 
since the Oct. 28 disclosure*. 


Thieu demanded that all 


North Vietnamese troops pull 
out of the South, that the 17th 
parallel be re-established as a 
permanent border and demili- 
tarized zone and that his gov- 
ernment be acknowledged as 
having full and unlimited sover- 
eignty.

SAIGON (AP) - The United 


States has resumed air oper- 
ations above the 20th Parallel 
in North Vietnam on the heels 
of a breakdown in peace talks. 


U.S. sources in Saigon said 


plan*! remined the harbor at 


(AP) - 
UJ5. warplanes at- 


tacked the suburbs of Hanoi 
tonight, Tass reported from the 
North Vietnamese capital. It 
said a fire raged north of the 
city. 


The account said the attack 


lasted about 40 minutes. 


The dispatch said: 
"American aviation this night 


made a raid on suburbs of 
Hanoi. An air raid warning was 
given in the city during a film 
show, arranged by representa- 
tion of the provisional revolu- 
tionay government of the Re- 
public of South Vietnam in the 
ball of the International Club ... 


"Explosions were heard a 


few minutes later. The bombing 
continued uninterruptedly for 40 
minutes. Bombs were dropped 
3-5 kilometers from the center 
of the city. The red glow of a 
fire blaied up north of Hanoi 
during the raid." 


Haiphong and apparently fired 
rockets at antiaircraft defenses 
in the city's suburbs on Sunday 


In Washington, Defense Sec- 


retary Melvin R. Laird report- 
ed the lifting of the 29th Paral- 
lel restrictions and told news- 
men: "Air operations are being 
conducted throughout North 
Vietnam at the present time." 
Laird did not go into detail. 


The sources said that bomb- 


ing of North Vietnam above the 
20th Parallel has not been re- 
sumed, but such a move is un- 
der consideration. 


The 20th Parallel restriction, 


which went into effect in Octo- 
ber as a gesture of good will, 
put Hanoi and Haiphong off 
limits to U.S. air attacks. 


The U.S. Command said only 


that there are no American 
bombing operations being con- 
ducted above the 20th Parallel 
as of now. 


But on the question of the re- 


mining of Haiphong and the fir- 
ing of rockets into the suburbs, 
it refused comment. 


There had been reports in 


Saigon that in view of the fail- 
ure to conclude the agreement 
after nearly two months, Presi- 
dent Nixon might order a re- 
sumption of military activity 


above the 2Mb Parallel. 


North Vietnam also an- 


nounced that the Viet Cong 
would observe a unilateral 
cease-fire of limited but un- 
specified duration in South 
Vietnam for Christinas and 
New Year's, as it has in past 
years. 


But Hanoi again rejected the 


peace pack»?e proposed by 
South Vietnam President Ngu- 
yen Van Thieu, who called for 
an indefinite Christmas truce, 
the release of American and 
North Vietnamese prisoners of 
war and direct negotiations be- 
tween Saigon and the Commu- 
nists. 


Last year, the South Vietna- 


mese observed 24-hour cease- 
fire periods at Christina* and 
New Year's, and Jbe Commu- 
nists specified 72 noun each. 
As usual, there wen scores of 
violations. 


The North Vietnamese 


charged mat, on Sunday, many 
U.S. planes and wanbjps "aav- 
agely bombarded" numerous 
population centen in the south- 
ern third of North Vietnam be- 
low the 20th parallel. Hand 
charged that the bombing killed 
or wounded many persons "and 
created heavy damage and de- 
struction." 


U.S. confirms attacks

Official re-election of Nixon set today 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


r^kcioral College, which was 
elected last Nov. 7 when most 
people thought they were voting 
for President Nixon, meets 
today to re-elect him. 


The Uft electors are to meet 


in their respective state capi- 
tals and the District of Colum- 
bia to perform their 
con- 


stitutional duty by formally 
casting ballots for president 
and vice president. 


The outcome 
is already 


known, but the election won't 
be official until the electors' 


votes are opened by Vice Presi- 
dent Spiro T. Agnew in his role 
as president of the Senate and 
counted before a joint session 
of Congress Jan. 6. 


Under the Constitution, each 


elector may vote for whomever 
he wishes for president or vice 
president as long as one of his 
choices dvesa t come from his 
own state. But long-established 
custom the electors vote for the 
nominees of their own party, 
thus giving all the state's elec- 
toral votes to the candidates of 
one party. 


That tradition has been bro- 


ken several times in 181 years, 
but there is no indication it will 
happen today. President Nixon 
can be expected to poll 521 
electoral votes, confirming his 
landslide victory over 
Sen. 


George McGovern, who should 
tally 17. 


McGovern electors were cho- 


sen only in Massachusetts 
which has 14 electoral votes, 
and the District of Columbia 
which has three. 


There hav- been proposals to 


abolish or reform the electoral- 
college system periodically 
throughout the history of the 
republic, and renewed efforts 
are expected next year. 


None has succeeded, how- 


ever, since the 12th Amend- 
ment was ratified in 1804 pro- 
viding for the electors to vote 
separately for president and 
vice president. That reform 
came out of the 1800 election 
when Thomas Jefferson and 
Aaron Burr, both candidates of 
the Democratic-Republican par- 


ty, won a popular vote majority 
but tied for election in the Elec- 
toral College. 


The House broke the tie and 


named Jefferson president. 


Advocates of abolishing the 


Electoral College in favor of di- 
rect popular election of the 
president point out that in 1876 
and 1888 the candidates who 
won the majority of the popular 
vote were defeated in the Elec- 
toral College which gives all of 
a state's votes to one candi- 
date.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration has 
drafted legislation to hold local 
television stations accountable 
at license renewal time for the 
balance and taste of.all net- 
work news and entertainment 
programs they broadcast, a 
White House official asid today. 


Clay T. Whitehead, director 


of the White House Office of 
Telecommunications 
Policy, 


disclosed the action as he spoke 
of bias and "ideological pki- 
gola" in network news report- 
ing. 


Whitehead is the ranking 


White House official in the 
broadcast field. His comments, 
made in a speech prepared for 
an Indianapolis meeting of the 
professional Journalism society, 
Sigma Delta Chi, could renew 
the controversy begun with 
Vice President Spin T. Ag- 
new's attack on the networks. 


In a brief interview before he 


Hew to Indiana, Whitehead said 
the legislation drafted by his of- 
fice is not intended as a vindic- 
tive assault on the networks but 
rather is designed to force 
broadcast executives to take 
more responsibility for what is 
beamed into American homes. 


The measure would require a 


broadcaster, to get his license 
renewed by the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, to 
"show that he has afford rea- 
sonable, realistic and practical 
opportunities for the presenta- 
tion and discussion of conflict- 
ing views on controversial is- 
sues." 


Elaborating on the balanced 


news'criteria, Whitehead said 
in his speech: 


"When there are only a few 


sources of national news on 
television, as we now have, edi- 
torial responsibility must be ex- 


ercised more effectively by lo- 
cal broadcasters and by net- 
work management .... 


"Station managers and net- 


work officials who fail to act to 
correct imbalance or consistent 
bias in the networks-or who 
acquiesce by silence-can only 
be considered willing partici- 
pants, to be held fully account- 
able ... at license renewal 
time." 


"Who else but management," 


he asked, "can or should cor- 
rect so-called professionals who 
confuse sensationalism with 
sense and who dispense elitist 
gossip in the guise of news 
analysis?" 


He said that station owners 


are quick to act "when a re- 
porter or disc Jockey slips in or 
passes over information in or- 
der to line his pocket"—a prac- 
tice he called "plugola." 


"But men also stress or sup- 


press information in accor- 
dance with their beliefs." He 
continued, "Will station licens- 
ees or network executives also 
take action against this ideolo- 
gical plugola?" 


Whitehead 
mentioned no 


names and offered no elabora- 
tion of this oblique criticism of 
network commentators. 


He said "television station 


owners and managers must be 
held accountable for what goes 
out over the public's airways- 
no matter what the origin of 
the program." 


"Just as publishers and edi- 


tors have professional responsi- 
bility for the news they print, 
station licensees have final re- 
sponsibility for news balance— 
whether the information comes 
from their own newsroom or 
from a distant network," he as- 
serted. 


Nixon's choice central figure in bitter legal battle 


DALLAS (AP) - William P. 


Clements Jr., President Nixon's 
choice to" be No. 2 man at the 
Pentagon, is a central figure in 
a bitter legal battle that in- 
volves allegations of fraud and 
conspiracy, plus a dispute over 
income taxes. 


Clements, several business 


associates and Southeastern 
Drilling Co. of Dallas, which 
Clements founded in 1947, are 
defendants in a civil suit 
brought by an Argentine busi- 
nessman who says they cheated 
him out of full commissions due 
for his help in obtaining one of 
the targes oil drilling contracts 
in history. 


Repeated efforts by the Asso- 


ciated Press to reach Clements 
for comment was unsuccessful. 


After The AP disclosed exis- 


tence of the suit Sunday, Cle- 
ments told The Dallas News the 
case would have no effect on 


his nomination to be deputy 
secretary 
of defense, 
an- 


nounced by the White House 
Tuesday. 


The multimillionaire Dallas 


oilman told the newspaper he 
was not a defendant in the suit, 
but refused further comment. 


However, papers on file in 


U.S. District Court in Dallas 
clearly name him as a defend- 
ant. 


The four-year contract to 


drill 1,000 wells in Argentina 
helped propel 
Southeastern, 


now known as Sedco Inc., from 
a relatively small wildcat outfit 
to a worldwide operation which 
last year grossed $130 million. 


The contract was so success- 


ful that within five years it was 
worth $4.2 million to Clements 
and members of his family. 
Their total personal investment 
was $310 court records show. 
The exact evolution of their ini- 


tial investment was not known. 


Clements, 55, now is board 


chairman of Sedco and owns 
more than $100 million of its 
stock. 


The civil suit, filed in federal 


court at Dallas in 1968 by An- 
tonio A. Diax of Buenos Aires, 
already has gone through one 
trial and two appeals virtually 
unnoticed. The first trial was 
devoted to determining what 
percentage of the deal Diax ac- 
tually owned. 


The conspiracy and fraud 


part of the complicated case is 
due for trial in the spring. But 
the next legal step is a confer- 
ence in Dallas among lawyers 
and the federal Judge. It is 
scheduled for January, about 
the time Clements goes before 
the Senate Armed Services 
Committee for confirmation 
hearings.

Harry S. Truman remains in 
very serious condition and sem- 
iconscious as doctors try to halt 
the slow but steady deteriora- 
iion of the 00-year-oM former 
president's kidney, heart and 
lung functions. 


After 12 days in Research 


Hospital and Medical Center, 
Truman's most serious problem 
is that his kidneys have deterio. 
rated steadily since last Wed- 
nesday both in purifying blood 
and eliminating body waste, 
doctors said. 
His heart also has been weak- 
ened, and his lungs continue 
to retain fluid - the ailment 
which led him to the hospital. 


Truman's personal physician, 


Dr. Wallace Graham, implied 
Sunday that he would not risk 
damaging Truman's heart by 
the use of a renal dialysis — or 
artificial kidney - machine. 


"We cannot Jeopardize hit 


chances for some prolongation 
by causing an imbalance in any 
one system," Graham said. 


A kidney specialist who abo 


examined the former president 
Sunday said it was his impres- 
sion that the heart and lung sit. 
uation prohibits use of the ma- 
chine.

Preparing for splashdown 


SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) - With the major space 
exploits behind them, 
the 


Apollo 17 astronauts performed 
last-minute packing and house- 
keeping chores today in prepa- 
ration for their homecoming. 


Astronauts Eugene A. Cer- 


iian, Harrison H. Schmitt and 
Ronald E. Evans were right on 
course for a splashdown in the 
South Pacific at 2:24 p.m. EST 
Tuesday. Their ship America 
was operating perfectly. 


Apollo 17 passes the halfway 


mark in its journey from the 
moon to earth at 3:26 p.m. EST 


today. At that time, the last 
planned mission to the moon 
will be 120,130 miles from both 
earth and moon. 


Ahead of the astronauts, on 


their last full day in space and 
after a night's rest, was the 
task of stowing equipment, re- 
viewing checklists and cleaning 
up the command ship. 


The spacemen also had to se- 


cure their record cargo of 
moon rocks, three cannisters of 
film and other science treasure 
gathered during the 13-day mis- 
sion to the moon. 


In the last major exploit of 


Special... 
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the mission, Evans made a 44- 
minute walk in deep space Sun- 
day to retrieve the film cannis- 
ters from a part of the ship 
which won't return to earth and 
bring them to the safety of 
America's cabin. 


"Hey, there's the earth right 


out the hatch!" said Evans as 
he glided into space at the end 
of a 25-foot lifeline. "Beautiful. 
Hey, that sun is bright. That's 
a beautiful moon down there. A 
full moon." 


Bundled in a white space suit 


and a helmet, Evans moved 
with hesitant grace and obvious 
relish. He laughed and sang 
and called out to his family on 


I earth 100,000 miles away who 
watched the space walk by 
television. 


"Hi, Jan. Hi, Jaime. Hi, 


Jon," he said, waving with one 
hand while holding to a rail 
with the other. 


His wife, Janet, shouted back 


to the television set she was 
watching at home: "Hey, hon- 
ey, don't fall!" 


The astronaut moved slowly, 


his siiacerjit glowing in the 
bright sunlight. He hummed 
and sang and noted, "Hey, this 
is great. Talk about being a 
spaceman, this is it." 


He made three trips between 


tlie spaceship hatch and the in- 
strument bay, returning each 
time with a cannister which he 
handed to his crewmates, who 
were also suited against the va- 
cuum of space. 


Two of the cannisters Evans 


recovered contained about two 
miles of aim from two cameras 
which mapped and photograph- 
ed the moon. The third cannis- 
ter contained film exposed by a 
lunar sounder, a device which 
plotted the layers beneath the 
moon's surface by shooting out 
X rays and recording their 
echo.

NEW YORK—(NEA»—George Goggleyes had become a 


menace to society. He had taken to running into the 
streets of our neighborhood, waving an index finger in 
the air and screaming. 


After there was not a drop of sports left on television— 


about 3 a.m.—George would tug on his baseball cap, clap 
on his shoulder pads, wriggle into his basketball shorts, 
tie on his football shoes and bolt out of his house shouting, 
"I'm Number One." 


Not only would he run through the streets, waking up 


people. He would run on people's lawns, ripping them up 
with his cleats. 


The strain had become too much for George. I don't, 


mean just eyestrain. I mean the pressure of pursuing 
what he called "The Impossible Dream"—of becoming 
Number One Fan. 


With all the new teams and nicknames and sports and 


team cities and players and divisions and leagues, your 
average sports-minded mind begins to expand like a 
balloon until there is the inevitable bursting point. 


They finally had to take George away. 
So common has his malady become that our local hos- 


pital has a vehicle in the shape of a baseball. It is called 
"the bullpen ambulance." They use it for calls like 
George, to simmer the guy down. 


George's deep-seated problems began about 10 years 


ago, with the birth of the first expansion baseball teams, 
the California Angels and the Washington Senators, al- 
though the Twins were originally the Senators before 
they moved to Minnesota and then a whole new team 
named the Senators came to Washington. Something like 
that. 


Then the Astros, Expos, Padres, Brewers, Mets, Royals, 


Rangers. The Royals are in Kansas City, which is where 
the A's were before they came to Oakland. The Rangers 
arc actually the Senators, although they have nothing to 
do with the Twins, I think. 


Once there were 16 teams and two leagues in baseball. 


Now there are 24 teams and four divisions. That alone 
might have been enough to make George start walking 
with his head down, mumbling to himself about teams 
and divisions, like a schoolboy trying to memorize the 
tables. 


But he was also being heaped with the football stuff. 


It used to be so easy for a fan in the '50s. You had 12 
pro football teams. Now you've got 26. And although 
relatively new teams like the Chargers, Vikings, Cow- 
boys, Falcons, Raiders, Patriots, Dolphins, Oilers, Bron- 


cos. Bengals. Bills, Jets. Chiefs and Saints are practically 
household words, even White Household words, there are 
still some problems. Like there was a pro soccer team 
called the Chiefs, and there are pro hockey teams called 
the Saints and the Jets. (Is it the New York Jets or the 
Winnipeg Jets?) 


I once saw George walk smack into a lamppost mutter- 


ing WHA, Western Division, Winnipeg . . . ' It was sad. 
watching the disintegration of this once great sports fan. 


Hockey! It used to be as clear as thin ice. Now it's clear 


as mud. Once, six pro teams. Now 28. It took a whole lot 
of head-scratching for George to sort out the added play- 
ers and towns of the Sabres, Canucks, Islanders, North 
Stars, Blues, Golden Seals, Flyers, Penguins, Kings 
(Omaha-Kansas City or Los Angeles?), Flames, Crusad- 
ers, Whalers, Nationals, Nordiques, Raiders (Oakland or 
New York?), Oilers (Houston or Alberta?), Cougars, 
Aeros, Sharks, Fighting Saints, Blazers . . . 


Blazers? Philadelphia or Portland? Now George was 


into pro basketball. That's a mess. Portland is in the 
NBA, which has 17 teams. It used to have 10. And out of 
the 17, only three (Celtics, Knicks and Pistons) have kept 
their same town with their old nickname. 


There's Philadelphia, for instance. They're the Tiers 


now, where they were the Warriors, who are now Golden 
State, although two years ago they were San Francisco. 
George had some trouble with that. 


Then there's the ABA with the Cougars (Carolina or 


Chicago?). Chapparrals, Rockets (Denver or Houston?), 
Pacers, Colonels, Tarns (called the Pros last season), 
Nets, Conquistadors, Squires, Stars. 


George had all this pretty well sorted out—the players 


and teams and nicknames and cities and divisions and 
leagues and sports—until the pro soccer league, which 
was brand new in 1067. George memorised and studied 
and mumbled and grumbled.

Judge William J. Kirby of 
Little Rock commented on the 
evidence in telling the jury that 
he had passed on the voluntari- 
ness of an alleged confession 
given by Walker. The court 
sent the case back for retrial. 


In a majority opinion by As- 


sociate Justice Conley Byrd, 
the Supreme Court said it had 
been held in previous court de- 
cisions that the findings of the 
trial court on the issue of vo- 
luntariness should not be re- 
ferred to in the presence of the 
jury.
